A Short History of Rimbey 
Written by Katie Loretta Adams 

— -o— 

Day wis drawing to a close, the 
sky was covered with great flush- 
es of crimson; on the broad flow- 
ing river was a reflection of rose 
colored glare, left by the last raya 
of the setting sun. 

It is this and more that makes 
the Western Country such a world 
of mystery and of wonder. 

As we walked along, through 
Brooklands Valley, marvelling at 
the beauty of it all, we came upon 
an Indian encampment not a great 
distance from us in the clearing. 
An old grey-haired Cree came out 
of the tent to meet us, and inform- 
ed us that they were only ecamp- 
ing for overnight. In the morning 
they would again start on their 
way to Buck Lake. We asked 
him if they didn’t get tired of 
those long journeys made back 
and forth from Buck Lake so oft- 
en. ‘No,’ 
tired, Tudian like them; but long 
before white man come we came 
more often, and had better times 
than now.’’ ‘‘Come in,”’ says he, 
“fand I will tell you of the trips

‘Rimbey,’’ We were delighted, at 
last we were to know all about the 
town that has become so widely 
known, for its surrounding scenery 
its industrious and happy people, 
,and its baseball team. 

‘ “On the first day of April 1900 
I was down at the station with fa- 
ther Lacombe, in Lacombe, when 
an immigrant train pulled in from 
the south with 388 passengers on it 
They were all looking for land to 
build houses on and settle in the 
new. west. Among thé different 
passengers were four families of 
Rimbey‘s who were very anxious 
to homestead»: We told them of 
the country along the Blind Man 
and offered to show them where ft 
was. 

It was the first day of July, 
that I started from Lacombe with 
eight white men; Mr. Gwin, four 
Rimbey brothers, and the name of 
the others I do not remember. 
They all had teams, and I led them 
through sloughs and swamps un- 
til we came to Gull Lake. We had 
to wade through the south end of 
the lake as there was no road ar- 
ound it. 

I took them to dinner at Mac- 
Phersons’ post office where Bent- 
ley now is. After dinner we again 
started on our way. When we 
reached the outlet It seared them 
when I said we would have 
to make the horses jump the out- 
(Jet. I called them ‘‘tenderfoots, 
palefaces, no good for nothing,” 
and they finally got across. 

When we got to the Blindman

fairly ;we followed it for eight miles, un-'predict that within 


til we got to where Mr. Iddings 
place now is and we camped over- 
night. The next day they looked 
jover the land and decided to home- 
stead when it was surveyed. 
The next month they,came out 
again and Mr. Rimbey — brought 
his family. The first log house 
was built in Township 42, where 
Jim Rimbey’'s house now stands. 
The first pioneer settlers in the 
Blindman Valley were the four 
Rimbey brothers and Mr. Gwin. 


Later on came more settlers until 


there were eighteen famihes on 
the ridge, all from Kansas. I liv 


ed with the settlers in those days 
and then IT went on to Buck Lake, 
but not before they had the town 
named ; the first grocery store star- 
ted and the Kansas Ridge School 
built. 

The town was named after the 
Rimbey boys, and I think it is a 
very good name; the first grocery 
store was in a little room of Rim- 
bey’s house and it was called the 
White Star grocery. It was owned

by Charhe Townsend. 

The settlers were eighteen 
months trying to get and build 
fhe school, so I think those little 
white children should appreciate 
it, now, don’t you? We both ag 
reed and he went on with his story 
“The first board of that school was 
Mr. Anderson, Mr. Headly, Mr. J. 
U. Rimbey. The first teacher was 
Mr. Veliet, who still lives not fae

Diep Occurs in Hog Prices 


—o— 

Chicago, Aug. 28—That $15 hog 
$1.50 nearer the slender purse of 
high cost of living victim, made 
its appearance in Chicago yards 
today. 

His advent was.iumediately fol- 
lowed by a slump an; provisions ag 
well as live cattle and sheep. Meat 
products on the board of trade de- 
ereased sharply in price but the 
declines were not evident in the 
retail market. 

Corn and oats feit the effect of 
hog and provisions decline, but 
butter, eggs and poultry in large 
or small amounts were unaffected 
by the stock yards drop. 

A continuance of the decline in 
live hog prices was looked for by 
traders who pointed out that 13,- 
000 of the 25,000 animals received 
at the stock yards today were un- 
sold and that 15,000 more were ex- 
pected tomorrow. Cattle of thé 
higher grades were 2 cents less 
per hundredweight and sheep and 
lambs were fully fifty cents chea 
per. - 

The drop in‘ hog prices was the 
greatest since 1907 and _ traders 
who look for still lower figures 
pointed out that eastern storage 
houses are believed to be already 
crowded with meat products, leav- 
ing only a domestic outlet.

The largest item of cost in pro- 
ducing a newspaper are print pa- 
per and wages. A dispatch of 
Thursday morning announces that 
by an appealed decision the news- 
papers are entitled to a refund of 
the amount that by a decision of 
last October, they were compelled 
to pay. ovér and above the original 


price.for’the paper supplied them, 


fromiguly Ist to Nov. Ist, 1918. 
This’6 welcome news—if it turns 
out to be true. 

War conditions had increased 
the world demand for Canadian 
made newsprint. This was of 
course, followed by an increase vf 
price. As per usual the price to 
home consumers was pleced—or 
attempted to be placed—at a price 
equal to the export price with duty 
and freight charges added. As 
the export price had soared bec- 
ause of war prospeffty in the Un- 
ited States the proposed increase 
of cost to Canadian papers would 
have put a large proportion of 
them out of business. They were 
publishing under war conditions 
following a collapsed boom, and 
could not by any possibility have 
stood the strain. They appealed 
to the government for protection 
and the minister of finance, taking 
the matter in hand, fixed a price ar 
which Canadian paper mills must 
sell to Canadain newspapers. This 
condition was established before 
and continued during and for some 
time after the 1917 elections. 

It may be mentioned in this con- 
nection that the making of news 
print in Canada is essentially ex- 
port industry, over 80 per cent. of 
the total make going out of the 
Dominion. 

‘In 1917 pressure was brought 
by the paper makers on the gov- 
ernment and R, A. Pringle, K. C. 
was appointed a commissioner’ to 
go into the merits of the gase and 
decide as to the future price to 
be paid by Canadian newspapers. 
His decision rendered in October 
1918, gave the paper makers a 
largely increased price.‘ He not 
only gave them the increase but 
he made the decision retroactive 
to‘the end of the previous June. 
As a result the newspapers which 
during July, August and Septem- 
ber had been buying, paying for 
and selling their paper at a cert. 
ain price were suddenly called up- 
on to pay a large additional am- 
ount for the paper so used and 
sold during those three months. 

An appeal was taken. Another 
commission was appointed and'this 
commission has decided that the 
extra payment above mentioned 


must be refunded. They have al- 


so decided that the refund shali 
inelude October, no doubt on the 
principle that the newspapers 
should have some notice of the 
change in price. The commission 
has also reduced the future price 
by $3 a ton, or slightly over 4 per

It is unfortunate that the state- 
ments. of some western wheat grf 
wers concerning the marketing of 
this years crop were cabled to 
England. Thereby a decidedly 
wrong impression has been given 
to the people of the motherland 
J. B. Musselman, secretary of the 
Saskatchewan Grain Grower's As- 
sociation, is one cf the men who 
would have been glad to see the 
government keep ts hands out of 
the wheat-selling game this year, 
in the hope that on the open mark- 
et the price might have been run 
up to something greater than has 
been. His observations are beinz 
commented on by British grain 
men. 

According to a special London 
correspondent, they ‘are wond. 
ing if the Mussleman sentiment 
is prevailing sentiment  through- 
out the Canadian west, and are as- 
king if Canadian wheat growers 
are really willing to grasp the last 
dollar this year out of Europe’s 
dire necessity.

Pretoria, Union of oS. Africa, 
Aug . 28-—General Louis Botha, 
premier and minister of agricul 
ture of the Union of South Africa 
died suddenly this morning after 
an attack of influenza. 

Louis Botha was born in Grey 
town, Natal in 1863 and = was a 
member of the first volksraad of 
Transvaal, in which he represent 
ed the district of Vryheid. At the 
beginning of the Boer war in 1899 
he was veldt cornet for that dis 
trict. Joining the Boer forees in 
northern Natal he soon rose to 
high command. dle was in charge 
of the Boer forces at the battle of 
Colenso and Spron Kop and fol 
lowing the death of General Po J 
Joubert, he was made commander 
in chief of the ‘Transvaal Boers 
After the fall of Pretoria he re-or 
ranized the Boers with a view to

Two Canadian ‘‘Sirs’’ 
—o—. 

Sir Robert Borden’s selection of 
Sir Henry Drayton, chairman of 
the Railway Commission, to suc- 
ceed Sir Thomas White as minis- 
ter of finance in his reconstructed 
cabinet will perhaps not cause any 
remarkable display of enthusiasm 
in Western Canada. But to those 
who are familiar with the careers 
of Sir Henry and Sir Thomas, the 
appointment will illustrate onee 
more that this is a democratie 
country. 

Both the ex-minister of finance 
and his successor were clerks in 
the neighboring offices in the old 
city hall in Toronto twenty years 
ago. » **Tom’’ White was a clerk 
in the assessment department.
